Secret Pact was Discovered by Count 
Witte Duging 1905 


A long account of a seerct pact be- 
tween the Kaiser and Kinperor Nish- 
clas and aimed against France ts giv- 
en in the last isste of the Moscow 
kusskoye Slovo to reach Paris. Ac- 
cording to the story the existence of 
the treaty was discovered by Count 
Witte in 1905 while the peace nego- 
tiations between Russia and Japan 
were proceeding at Portsmouth. 

Count Witte, furious at the decep- 
tion of the Czar, informed the 
ser that unless the pact was cancelled 
he would refuse to countersign ‘he 
treaty of Portsmouth. As German 
bankers were interested in a loan to 
Kussia this would hit them hard, and, 
the story goes, rather than have com- 
plications in his economic policy the 
Kaiser yiclded.

I would try to 
j#et shorts or middlings, for the first 
month or two if possible. If you can 
not get shorts or middlings; then you 
might take some crushed oats and 
sift the hulls out with a screen simi- 
{lar to that used in the bottom of a 
fanning mill, and use the crushed 
{eat kernels in place of the shorts 
Do not teed small pigs crushed bar 
ley, or wheat or whole oats. 


| How much and how often shall I 
| feed small pigs? Pigs of this kind 
should be fed at least three, and bet-

They found us unprepared; they 
found us unmilitary; and because we 
were unprepared and because we 
were unmilitary, they jumped rash- 
ly to the conclusion, firstly, that we 
were afraid to fight, and, secondly, 
that if we fought we should be wholly 
negligible quantities. I think they 
are beginning, possibly to find ovt 
their mistake. 

“How, ladies and gentlemen, did 
that mistake ever arise? It arose 
from the utter incapacity of the Ger- 
man ruling class—and it is only of 
the German ruling class that I speak 
today—to estimate value except ia 
terms of drilled men and. military 
reparations. They saw that Eng- 
land and America were prosperous, 
were unwarlike, were immersed in 
the industrial interests incident to a 
peaceful civilization, and they drew 
from that two conclusions. They 
drew from it im the first place the 
conclusion that because we were com- 
mercial we therefore were incapable 
of high ideals or great sacrifices and 
that even if we determined late - in 
the day to pursue those high ideals 
and to make those great sacrifices, 
we should be so utterly incompetent 
in the arts to which they had devypt- 
ed so much of their attention, We * 
cur interference in the war woud 
be a thing which they could leave 
wholly on one side. 

“On that miscalculation have been 
wrecked, and will be wrecked all 
their hopes. It was their fatal blun- 
der—a blunder from which they will 
never recover, but a blunder which 
has saved civilization.”
